WRIGHT-PATTERSON AFB, Ohio --- Former Ohio
State Senator Charles F. Horn received thanks
and gratitude for his longtime support of Wright
Patterson Air Force Base during a ceremony
hosted by the Air Force Research Laboratory in
November.

Nielsen, AFRL Commander, recognized Sen. Horn
for advocating technical wealth and development
at Wright-Patterson Air Force Base on a local,
state and national level.

“I believe that Wright-Patt ought to be utilized by the
whole Midwest. In return, the whole Midwest should be
in support of funding programs at Wright-Patt,” Horn
said.

An Ohio native, Horn volunteered to serve in WWII at
the age of 17, serving under General Chenault. He then
joined the Army Signal Corp at 18 and also served in the
Army Air Corps. @
